Muskogee, Ok., April ll.—Eugene 
Hays, Osage cattleman out on bail 
awaiting trial for the killing of his 
ranch partner, Ed Hayes, at Kansas 
City last fall, was this afternoon shot 
and 
wounded 
perhaps 
fatally, 
by 
Amos Hayes, half brother 
of 
the 
Kansas City victim. The men met on 
a public road eight miles north of 
the city about 3 o’clock. Reports say 
that Eugene reached for his gun at 
once but Amos was quicker and fired 
at him three times. As Amos shot, 
Eugene turned and the bullets took 
effect in the left side of the back 
not far from the sholders. 
Several men were present and took 
the wounded man in charge. Amos 
Hayes immediately rode to town and 
gave himself up to Sheriff Carrol, 
stating that he shot merely to save 
himself. He was'taken before Justice 
McCain later and released on bond. 
Amos is 23 years old and is a cattle­ 
man. 
Doctors tonight say Eugene Hayes’ 
wounds are serious. His home is El­ 
gin, Kas. 
The First Killing. 
Following a quarrel concerning the 
conduct of affairs at a cattle ranch, 
in which they were jointly interested, 
Eugene Hayes shot and killed his 
partner, Edward Hayes, in the bar­ 
room of the Sexton 
hotel 
at 
7:30 
o’clock the night of September 24, 
1909. Hayes was shot three times in 
the head and died instantly. The 
men had been quarreling while wait­ 
ing for their dinner to be served 
when suddenly Hayes jumped to his 
feet, ran around the table, and fired 
at his partner. The first shot struck 
the victim in the center of the fore­ 
head and the other two shots struck 
in almost the same place. 
Testimony of witnesses to the kill­ 
ing varied. Hayes remarked as he put 
up his gun, “I beat you to it.” To the

Justice 
Shoemaker, 
September 26 and released on $10,-

Edward Hayes wa3 not the first 
victim of Hayes’ deadly aim.

Several men were present and took 


the wounded man in charge. Amos. 
Hayes immediately rode to town and 
gave himself up to Sherjft Carrol, 
stating that he shot merely to save 
himself He was "taken before Justice 
McCain later and released on bond. 
Amos is 23 years old and is a cattle- 
man.

o'clock the night of September 24, 
1909 Hayes was shot three times in 
the head and died instantly. The 
men had been quarreling while wait- 
ing for their dinner to be served 
when suddenly Hayes jumped to his 
feet, ran around the table, and fired 
at his partner. The first shot struck 
the victim in the center of the fore- 
head and the other two shots struck 
in almost the same place.

The 
radiator, which was eleven feet high 
and weighed 3,500 pounds, was being 
moved on a roller tr-uck when it top- 
pled over. Wishart was superintend-

He was struck on the left shoul- 
der. His only apparent injuries were 
a broken hip and a number of se- 
vere bruises.

This 
morning he was joking with the 
nurse about ten minutes before he 
died.

Dem- 
ocratic leaders, chairmen of com- 
mittees and appointees of the state 
administration were eliminated from 
the count!'. 'Private citizens only'"with' 
their own positive convictions spoke', 
and communications, from the cor- 
respondents and others who did: the 
.work declare that for the most part 
the men they approached are of a 
class .whose convictions will hold, the 
issues of moment having been plac- 
ed squarely before them through the 
records and platforms of the candi- 
dates. 


The poll relates to only four of the.

shows that 1,200 are for Cruce, 1,000 
for'.Murray, 350 for Rooertson, 250 
for Herring, and 400 are undecided.

EUGENE HATS, CATTLEMAN, WHO 


KILLED BANCH PAHEVEH 


FAILED IN NEXT EFFORT

Three Bullets Lodge In Back as He 


Tries to Draw His Revolver. 


Assailant 28. 


Muskogee, Ok., April 11.—Eugene 


Hays, Osage cattleman out on ball 
awaiting trial for the killing of his 
ranch partner, Ed Hayes, at Kansas 
City last fall, was this afternoon shot 
and wounded perhaps fatally, by 
Amos Hayes, half brother 
of 
the 


Kansas City victim. The men met on 
a public road eight miles north of 
the city about 3 o'clock. Reports say 
that Eugene reached for his gun at 
once but Amos was quicker and flred 
at him three times As Amos shot, 
Eugene turned and the bullets took 
effect in the left side of the back 
not far from the sholders. 


Several men were present and took 


the wounded man in charge. Amos. 
Hayes immediately rode to town and 
gave himself up to Sherjff Carrol, 
stating that he shot merely to save 
himself He was taken before Justice 
McCain later and released on bond. 
Amos is 23 years old and is a cattle- 
man. 


Doctors tonight say Eugene Hayes' 


wounds are serious His home is El- 
gin, Kaa. 


The First Killing. 


Following a quarrel concerning tne 


conduct of affairs at a cattle ranch, 
in which they were jointly interested, 
Eugene Hayes shot and 'Wiled his 
partner, Edward Hayes, in the bar- 
room of the Sexton hotel at 
7 30 


o'clock the night of September 24, 
1909 
Hayes was shot three times in 


the head and died instantly. The 
men had been quarreling while wait- 
ing for their dinner to be served 
when suddenly Hayes jumped to his 
feet, ran around the table, and flred 
at his partner. The first shot struck 
the victim in the center of the fore- 
head and the other two shots struck 
in almost the same place. 


Testimony of witnesses to the kill- 


ing varied. Hayes remarked as he put 
up his gun, "I beat you to it " To the

raigned before 
Justice Shoemaker, 


September 26 and released on $10j- 
000 bonds, and the case set for hear- 
ing October 9 Hayes was later com- 
mitted to jail without bond and re-

Edward Hayes was not the first 


victim ot Hayes' deadly aim. In 1S91 
he shot and killed Jim Doss, a dep- 
uty United States marshal, who was 
trying to arrest one of Hayes' men 
in Old Oklahoma. This case was 
fought through the courts for near- 
ly four years and Hayes was finally 
acquitted. He spent three months in 
the Kansas penitentiary while the

Shawnee, Okla , April 10.—C. F. 


Wishart, proprietor of the Shawnee 
Transfer and Storage company, died 
this morning at the Shawnee hos- 
pital of injuries received by being 
struck by a falling raditor at the new 
high school building yesterday. The 
radiator, which was eleven feet high 
and weighed 3,500 pounds, was being 
moved on a roller tr-uck when it top- 
pled over. Wishart was superintend- 
ing the job, and being a very heavy 
man, 
was unable to get out of the 


way. 
He was struck on the left shoul- 


der. His only apparent injuries were 
a broken hip and a number of se- 
vere bruises. It was not thought that 
his injuries would result fatally. This 
morning he was joking with the 
nurse about ten minutes before he 
died.

Stated in round number, the pol' 


shows that 1,200 are for Cruce, 1,000 
for Murray, 350 for Robertson, 250 
for Herring, and 400 are undecided 
These figures show that approximate- 
ly three-eights of the electors Inter- 
viewed are for Cruce, five-sixteenths 
for 
Murary, seven-six'r fifths 
for 


Robertson, five-sixty-flfths for .Herr- 
ing, and one-eighth nndecidel. De- 
parting from exact calculatioi.s in a 
small measure in an application of 
these fractions to the total demo- 
cratic strength of the state, which is 
approximately 150,000, the poll indi- 
cates that at this time 56,000 voter: 
are for Cruce, 46,000 for Murray, .18,- 
000 for Robertson, 10,000 for Herring, 
and 20,000 are undecided. If those'un- 
decided are credited to Ross, the re- 
sults remain the.same. 


The Cruce strongholds, .according 


to the poll, are Oarfleld, Carter, 'Mur- 
ray, /Bryan and Pottawatomie count- 
ies, to which probably should be add- 
ed Oklahoma county. The Murray 
strongholds 
are 
Alfalfa, 
Jackson, 


Rogers, Johnston, Choctaw, Latlmer, 
Pittsburg and Creek counties. Robert- 
son has his strength at this time in 
lis own county of Lincoln and In 
Tulsa, Osage and Pawnee counties, 
adjoining or near 'Lincoln. The Herr- 
ing vote is scattered, but he doubt- 
ess will carry his own county of 
Beckham and some other western 
Oklahoma counties. < In Garfleld coun- 
ts'. 74 voters out of 100 approached, 
>romiscubusly, spoke but' for. Cruce 
without hesitation. A better showing 
was. made In ipbttawatomie county, 
where 47 democrats out of .50 were' 
for Cruce. In Thomas 18 democrats 
were for Cruce and not one for Mur- 
ray. In Jefferson county, 17 demo- 
crats declare'd for Cruce to one for 
Jurray. In the town of Meefeeir, 50 
democrats 4ecl^red Jf°r Cruce and 
none for^Murray. On the other hand 
n Alfalfa county, 40 democrats de-: 
clared for iMurray and 15 for jcruce, 
n Choctaw county 61 declared for 
Murray and 39 for Cruce. In Latimer 
county 43 out of 50 declared for Mur- 
ray, and in Pittsburg county 55 out 
of 85 declared lor IMurray. 


Btee In Crnce Stocks. 


There undoubtedly has been a 


steady upward trend in Cruce Stocks 
Within the last six or seven weeks,
